The Paris papers fay, that General Bernggotte is not 
to join the army of Italy. Having expreifed his with 
to keep the command of his divifion on the Rhine, the 
Dire&tory acquiefced in his defire. 

In the Moniteur of the 17th inft. is a note that has 
been recently delivered to the Court of Munich by the 
French Minifter, Alquier, the object of which is to 
obtain the execution of the treaty of armiftice concluded 
in Sep. 1796, between the Regency and Gen. Mor- 
reau. 

It was agteed to in that treaty, that the Bavarian Go- 
vernment fliould pay the French certain fums of money 
and feveral other articles in kind, which were then de- 
manded. 

"This note may be confidered as an additional indica- 
tion of the re-commencement of holtilities in Germany. 
—A confiderable body of the Aultrian army is not only 
in cantonments in Bavaria,bat is alfo poffeffed of all the 
fortreffes in that country. It is therefore impoffible for 
his Eleétorial Highnefs to execute the condions of the 
treaty required by Alquier, fhould they be deemed even 
obligatory in their nature. The Direftory merely wifhes 
by this note to eftablifh a pretext for new extortions in, 
the Eleétorate, fhonld its armies for the fecond time 
facceed in penetrating into that country. The note may 
alfo be confidered as a trick played off by the French, 
in order-io. induce the Elector Palatinate to make his’ 
Minifter at’ Raftadt acquiefce in the vote which the 
‘French Depatation there may think proper to dictate. | 

The treaty of armiftice to. which-M. Alquier’s note 
relates, was concluded conditionally at Munich between 
the Bavarian Regency and the French General, at the: 
period when two bodies of the French and. Auftrian 
armies were oppofed to each other under the walls of 
Munich, and feparated only by the river Yfer.. It was 
then exprelly. {tipulated as the principal condition, that 
the treaty fhould not be deemed binding, until the French 
fhould have forced the Auftrians to evacuate. Bavaria. 
—The, contrary, however, happened a few days after, in 
confequence of Moreau’s retreat, ‘which’ eventually an- 
nulled the agreement entered into, and placed both par- 
ties ‘in the fime fitwation in which they previoufly ftood. 

There is not at the prefent moment any Prince whofc, 
political fituation is _more.full of perplexity and embar- 
rafiment than that of the Eleftor Palatine. The chief 
patt of his territories. is in the poffeffion of his Imperial 


_Majelty’s forces, and another part is occupied by the 


French. A part of what is {till left to him on the 
right bank of the: Rhine feems peculiarly adapted to 
attract the encroachments of Pruflia; and to’ complete 
his misfortunes, it is through his territories that the 
Ruffian auxiliaries are to march. into the empire on their 
evacuation of s\uttria. ‘ 


Some of the Paris Journals report, that the Direc- 
tory have found means of fending three thoufand men 
to ,Buonaparte, with all the fuecours he ftood in need of. 

In the beginning of the-prefent year, a convoy of 
ladies for the Seraglio of the Pacha of Belgrade paffed 
by the countries occupied by Pafwan Oglou, who, far, 
from flopping them, -efcorted them to Belgrade by so 
of the fineft and beft equipped men in his army. This 
Turkith rebel, who, in his youth, we’ are told, was fo 
diffipated, {till poffeffes, it feems, all his original gal- 
lantry, in which it is faid he indulges at Widdin.

The armament that has for fome time been preparing 
at Breft, and which is now ready for fea, is known to 
be deftined for Ireland. Several thoufand troops have 
recently marched to the coaft to be ready for embarka- 
tion; and among thefe is a whole regiment of United 
Irifhmen, who have efcaped to France at different times 
during and fince the late rebellion, although moft of 
them came in under the King’s pardon, and took the 
oaths of allegiance, from which they got abfolved by 
their priefts. It is under the expeétation of another vi- 
fit from the enemy, that the rebels ftill in the country 
are agitating it anew, in order to kee the deluded mul- 
titude in a {tate of preparation for mifchief.. And hence 
originates-the bill juft brought into Parliament by the 
Attorney General, and which appears molt “highly ne- 
ceflary. sie 
The Game Laws are a very delicate fyftem, and 
fhould be touched with caution. Crim. con. which is 
only a fpecies of poachiug, flourithes, we find, in fpite 
of all judicial and legiflatiye appofition. . 

We fhould recommend to Mrs Jordan, the next time 
fhe travels the Brentford road, to avoid the indecent 
oftentation of an out-rider in the Royal livery. Is not 
a poft-carriage and four, with the Royal arms, adequate 
to all the pride and pomp of a miftrefs or an actrefs ?— 
Why thock the feelings or excite the indignation of the 
public by a fcandalous notoriety? Surely, the revolu- 
tions we almoft daily witnefs on the continent, ought to 
ferve as a beacon to all men, and efpecially to thofe who 
are molt exalted in fituation.— Times.

Lavo- 
fier :—-* The income of Gyeat Britain, including that 
part of it not to be taxed, which is lefs than Gol. per 
ann. as ftated by Mr Pitt, is 135,000,000). that of 
France ‘112,500,000l. If the Britith income could be 
conceived to be divided in equal fhares between every 
foul in Great Britain, each would have per ann. 1 sl.— 
If the fame divifion were to take place in France, each 
individual would have only 4]. 6s. 8d. So that the 
comparative wealth of Great Britain is about triple that 
of France, reckoning the population of the former to be 
9,000,000 fouls—that of France, 26,000,000,”’.
